NOT A SUCCESS. 


The Carson Mint Fails as a Bull- 
lien Deposit. 

A GAZETTE reporter yesterday 
called at the mint and inquired as 
to its success in gathering in bullion, 
and was informed that in the two 
months that it has been open as an 
assay Office, it has only received 
silver enough to run a few hours if 
they had been running as a mint. 
There is now in the vault $33,170 
in gold and 26,319 ounces of silver. 
The department allows Superin- 
tendent Garrard to pay 101 for sil- 
ver but it must be paid in fine sil- 
ver bars while he can pay out gold 
coin for gold bullion. 
mission to buy 50,000 ounces of 
silver but he does not seem likely 
to reach that limit in a 
long while. The rates for treating 
bullion are the same as at the other 
mints, but there seems to be a vom- 
bination of circumstances which 
works against Carson and causes 
ali the bullion of the Comstock to 
be carried by her mint to San 
Francisco. One thing is the ex- 

ress charges amount to about 

5,000 a month and the company 
hates to give that up. They there- 
fore charge as much from Virginia 
to Carson as to San Francisco, and 
as much from Carson to San Fran- 
cisco as from Virginia. Mackey’s 
mines ship bullion to San Fran- 
cisco and there get money from 
the water company, Mallon, Ford 
ani other merchants .o pay their 
wages and bills, giving checks ou 
San Francisco, so they don’t have 
to ship money up. Another reason 
why they do not stop, is because it 
is an object for the Nevada Bank 
and the Bank of California to 
handle the bullion. It is not nec- 
essary to coin it eitber, because ft is 
all going to China now and fine 
bars are worth more than dollars. 
The probabilities are, therefore, 
that the mint will soon be closed 
forever and the building sold or 
used for some other purpose,

Foote of Boise City which effectu- 
a'ly does away with the ebb and 
flow of water in any ‘itch in which 
it is used. It would be of great 
value to owners of ditches from the 
Truckee which rise and fall twice a 
day with the floods from lake 
Tahoe. It is simp'y a long box be- 
side the ditch with a side gate let- 
ting water into it and a front gate 
to let the main ditch run through. 
The box then has an outlet large 
enough to parry off the amount of 
water needed in the branch ditch 
while the side next to the main 
ditch is raised six inches higher 
than the outlet so that no matter 
how much water flows into the box 
the stream will only be subject to 
a six inch pressureand all the rest 
will flow back into the main ditch, 
Col. Lindsey is getting a lot of 
copies of the invention and as it is 
bot patented any one can use it.

Yatiges of the 
digestion than otherwise, 
so generally overtaxed. 
The law of digestion, or the condi- 
tions, are just as reliable, just as un- 
deviating, just as sure to produce 
given effects, as those of growth, 
cumbustion, or gravitation. Under 
ordinary circumstances, with the 
average constitution, we may be as 
certain of having good digestion as 
of learning a lesson, making a fire, 
or doing any piece of work, simply 
by observing the natural and neces- 
sary conditions.

aiding in the digestion. To chew 
our food properly—as immortal and 
responsible beings should, not like 
the swine—not less than a half hour 
should be devoted to the meals, 
even, if necessary, to abridge the 
time given to smoking. The im- 
portant idea is not simply to ‘‘stow 
away” the food in the stomach, but 
to have it in a proper condition to 
reach the stomach, sufficiently di- 
vided to easily combine with the 
stomach juice, after having been 
thoroughly mixed with the saliva, 
that the digestion may be easy and 
natural, securing all of the nourish- 
ment from our food, which is not 
generally true—in some instances 
not more than one-half being 
secured, from the partial digestion. 
Drinking with our meals, as a means 
of easy swallowing, is inconsistent 
with proper chewing, if the drink- 
ing of hot tea and coffee is intended 
to facilitate swallowing, er gulping 
our food! There is no more neces- 
sity for us—taking quite moist food 
—to wash it down with drinks, than 
for the ox and ruminants in general, 
since th-*- food is very dry, is 
chewed long and faithfully, after 
having Been raised again for that 
pu ». the ox never drinking 
while eating ! 

It is ey r to remark that all 
starchy s, as the grains, tapioca, 
sago, corn starch, the potato and 
some others of the vegetables, with 
arrow-root, rice, etc., need special 
combination with the saliva, by 
which the starch is partially changed 
to grape sugar, in ite partial diges- 
tion in the mouth, resulting in 
special sweetness. On the contrary, 
if the meats, fish, fowl, etc., could 
be cut very fine, that they may be 
easily penetrated by the gastric 
juice, the addition of the saliva will 

of but little importance, in con- 
trast with.the gastric juice, the 
special agent in the digestion of 
animal food. To fully understand 
these principles, it is simply neces- 
sary to remember that dyspepsia is 
not as much a disease as the fatigue 
of the digestive organs, from over- 
work, from actual abuse—but an- 
other expre‘@on for exhaustion, 
needing rest, afair chance. There- 
fore, to prevent dyspepsia, chew the 
food properly.—{Dr. Hanaford, in 
Golden Kn's.
